Police Court News. 


Jas. A. Perry, residing near 
Burnt Lake had T. P. Zumwalt 
and T. I. Finner, also of Burnt 
Lake, before Justice Wallace labt 
week charged with forging his 
name to a chattel morlgage. 

Mr. Durie for Crown, Mr. 
Crawford for plaintiff, Greene & 
Payne for defence. 

There were transactions be- 
tween Zumwalt and Perry who 
came from Nebraska a year or 80 
ago, to the amount of $275 in all 
Zumwait selling Perry cattle 
in exchange for,:breaking and 
notes apparently, Perry claims 
he paid $75 cash which Zumwalt 
denies. Two notes of $150 and 
$50 were apparent!y signed by 
Perry who also apparently gave 
a chattel mortgage on the 
cattle of $200 as_ additional 
security, When Perry was noti- 
fied of the notes and mortgage 
against him, he repudiated the 
signature alleged to be _ his, 
and had Zumwalt and Finner 
arrested for forgery on which 
charges they were committed for 
trial, bail being accepted in $2000 
each. 

Mr, Greene objected to Mr. 
Drurie acting on thecase. When 
asked why he said Mr. Durie 
certainly would have to act 
against Perry as he would be pro- 
ceeded againet for perjury. 

This took place and the accused 
had Perry arrested for perjury. 
In making a false declaration, 
and he also was committed for 
trial, bail being accepted in $2000 
Mr. Finner, Miss Anderson and 
Mrs, Zumwalt all swore that 
Perry really did sign the notes 
and mortgage at Zumwalt’s house 
on the 7th December last. Mr. 
Melstrom, who prepared a bill of 
sale on the 30th November swore 
that Perry admitted a consider- 
ation of $200. Mr. Menzies of 
the Northern Bank at Red Deer, 
gave itas his opinion that the 
admitted signature of Perry to 
the declaration upon which war- 
rants were issued from Zumwalts 
and Finner was written by the 
same man who wrote signature 
on the chatte) mortgage; he also 
identified Perry’s signature on 
the docrments as tallying with 
that on the chattel mortgage. 

Crown prosecutor Durie was 
placed in a most peculiar and to 
the onlooker rather amusing 
position in having to turn-around 
and prosecute the very man he 
had been defending.

LAST OF THE “PEELERS” | 


THE SURVIVOR OF PIGTURESQUE 
FORCE RETIRES. 


Superintendent Rose Who Trained 
60,000 Men For Police Duties— 
Served When ‘‘Bobbies’ Wore 
Plug Hats and Tail-Coats—Recol- 
lections of Old London—On Duty 
at King Edward's Wedding. 


Superintendent George Rose retired 
recently from the Metropolitan police 
after a service of 46 years. One signi- 
ficant proof of his popularity was that 
only three days before, he being then 
chief inspector, he was raised to the 
rank of superintendent, so that his 
retiring status might thereby be im- 
proved. 

Superintendent Rose hailed from Bal- 
moral, the King’s estate. He came 
tv London and joined the force in 


October, 1860, being posted to the A 


division. He rapidly rose to the rank 
of inspector. In 1865 he was appoint- 
ed to the Preparation Class, and dur- 
ing the 42 years he has served in that 
capacity no less than 60,000 men have 
been drilled and trained by him. The 
position held by the Metropolitan po- 
lice to-day is a standing testimony to 
the very excellent training which that 
large body of men have received at 
his hands. No man has been allowed 
to leave the recruiting department 
unless he has acquired — sufficient 
knowledge to render him an efficient 
member of the force. 

Mr. Rose is probably one of the best- 
known men in London, and has been 
present at nearly all important fune- 
tions. He can claim to be one of the 
binding links with the police force of 
the past, for he actually served as a 
“Peeler” at the period when the tall, 
or “lum” hat was still in vogue. In 
fact he is the last surviving member 
of that picturesque force which par- 
aded London in light beaver top hats

and a tail coat, similar to the modern 
evening dress, gracefully falling over 
white “ducks.” 

In a chat with a press representa- 
tive, Mr. Rose recalled some quaint 
and varied experiences. 

He laughed at the recollection of 
Parliament and Leicester square as 
patches of waste ground. , 

The difference between then and 
now was particularly remarkable 
when he remembered the hundreds of 


bookmakers who in the old days daily | 


congregated by the Reformers’ Tree, 
in Hyde park; offering the odds, and 
showing their lists to all comers. This 
state of things went on for years, and 
it. was not until some flagrant truf 
scandal arose that an end was put 
to a state of things which to-day would 
not be tolerated for a moment. 

Then the night houses were kept 
open till 5 a. m., and the Argyll 
rooms, the Coal Hole, Judge and 
Jury, and the Holborn Casino were 
all in full swing. , 

The Haymarket for an hour or so 
after midnight was almost impassable, 
and rowdyism by the young bloods of 
the time was of nightly occurrence. 

About 6,000 men comprised the force 
in Mr. Rose’s early days, he having 
served under every commissioner from 
the time of Sir Richard Mayne. 

Mr. Gladstone's Locket. 

Early in his career Mr. Rose was 
able to do the late Mr. Gladstone a 
slight service, and he recalls with 
pardonable pride the fact that the 
eminent statesman ever afterwards re- 
cognized him inthe street. 

Mr. Gladstone and his daughter 
were passing Buckingham Palace 
when the latter droped a locket. Mr. 
Rose saw it, picked it up, and hand- 
ed it to her. Mr. Gladstone after- 
wards called at Old Scotland yard, 
thanking Sir Richard Mayne, and left, 
a reward for the constable who ren- 
dered the service. 

His turns of special duty took him 
to Windsor for King Edward’s wed- 
ding as Prince of Wales and to his 
coronation, enabling him to establish 
the unique record of being the only 
man at the time who had attended 
both events. 

Mr. Rose even now treasures Gari- 
baldi’s tribute to the London police, 
in which he said “it was marvellous 
t» see such large crowds kept in or- 
der by men armed with nothing but 
a little bit of wood.” He recollects 
the first tram that ran in the London 
streets, from the corner of Westmin- 
ster Abbey to Victoria station. The 
line was built by a Mr. Train, the 
rails being laid above the surface of: 
the rondway. A second line was af- 
terwards laid from Marble Arch to 
Bayswater, and constituted the Sun- 
day afternoon ride for some little 
time.

The Last Execution at Tyburn. 

The last execution at Tyburn took 
place on Friday, Nov. 7, 1783, in the 
person of John Austin, convicted on 
the preceding. Saturday of robbing. 
John Spicer and cutting and wound- 
ing him In a cruel manner. In Wal- 
ford’s “‘Old and New London” ft fs er- 
roneously sald that “the last criminal 
executed here wus one Ryland, who 
was hanged (sic) for forgery in; 1783.” 
William Ryland was executed on Aug 
29, two months before the date of 
Austin’: conviction, and many a poor 
wretch made the fatal pilgrimage to 
Tyburn in the Interval, hanging by 
wholesale being the ‘rule in those days. 
The_ long procession westward had 
been attended by such disgraceful 
scenes that the authorities resolved to 
hang criminals henceforth outside New- 
gate prison, straight from the con- 
demned cell. Accordingly on Dec. 3, 
1783, the recorder ordered the erection 
of a scaffold in front of the’ jail, of 
which a notice and descriptive engrav- 
ing appear in the Gentleman's Maga- 
tine for the same montb, and on the 
10th the new hanging place was in- 
augurated by the execution of ten 
malefactors.—London Notes and Que- 
ries. :

WHITE SLAVE TRAFFIC, 


Important Development of 
tional Movement. 

An important conference has just 
been held at Brussels in connection 
with the further development of in- 
ternational effort for the suppression 
of the white slave traffic. The con- 
ference/ was composed of delegates 
from the national committees in 
Europe and America. Mr. Coote, one 
of England’s representatives, sub- 
mitted a scheme for the closer and 
fuller co-operation of the various na- 
tional committees with the Inter- 
national Bureau of London. This will 
in future be composed of seven Eng- 
lish members and one member from 
each national committee, the whole 
constituting the bureau, and being 
responsible for the direction and or- 
ganization of the entire work through- 
out the world> . He also stated that 
there were now 16 national com- 
mittees organized in as many coun- 
tries, that most of' them. were ener- 
getically dealing with the suppression 
of the traffic, and co-operating: fully 
with their respective. Governments. 
One of the other subjects discussed 
was the question of the railway-sta- 
tion work in Europe. Mr. Coote re- 
ported a large increase in the number 
of societies at present . supplying 
workers at the various ports and rail- 
way stations for the purpose of meet- 
ing young women on their first en- 
trance into a strange home, city, or 
nation. After an interesting debate 
it was agreed that Mr. Coote should 
invite the Swiss society (“Les amies 
de la jeune fille’), which founded the 
railway-station work over 20 years 
ago, to call a European conference of 
all societies interested in this par- 
ticular branch of humanitarian work.

Glasgow's Inferno. 


Revelations: of a sensational charac- 
ter, and affording a lurid picture of 
low life in Glasgow, have been made 
by the Rev. David Watson, St Cle- 
ment’s Church. At the Glasgow 
Presbytery he submitted a motion to 
“seriously consider the grave social 
problem of the lodging-houses in the 
city, and the Church’s duty in rela- 
tion to the same.” Mr. Watson pre- 
sented a scathing indictment of the 
“‘model”’ and other lodging-houses in 
the city, in which accommodation is 
provided for 9,000 men and 8,000 wo- 
men. He said he had visited them 
all, both during the day and the 
night. How hé. managed that, and in 
what garb he went, he was not goin 


‘to reveal. Suflice it that when he ha 


completed his round he felt that he 
had been through an inferno. The 
deg aded, savage, bestial faces, the 
lewd gestures, and the foul “language 
we'e truly awful. The scenes he wit- 
nevwsed were unforgetable, lurid, and 


horrible. Such a mass of ruined hu- 
manity, human derelicts, social- 
wreeks—creatures who once were 


men, and, sadder still. creatures who 
were once women. In one )lodging- 
house every woman seemed intoxi- 
eated. Little did the citizens of Glas- 
gow dream of the ‘existence of that 
vast, under-world ot wretchedness, de- 
gradation, vice, and crime. Refer- 
ring to what he described as the low- 
est circle. in the lodging-houses, 
namely, the farmed-out houses, he 
said there was’ no use mincing 
matters. The farmed-out house was a 
den of vice pure and simple. Pro- 
fessor Reid seconded the motion, 
which was adopted, and a committee 
was appointed to investigate the 
whole matter and report. ' 


Toad With Sleep Record. 


A toad which has awakened after 
a sleep of centuries is a wonder ex- 
hibited by the zoological garden of 
the City of Perth, Australia. 

While the actual period of its long 
dream is still under discussion by 
scientific men, it is generally believ- 
ed that the toad sank into its blissful 
sleep long before Columbus started 
out to discover the new world. 

The-toad was discovered by a miner 
—not a mariner—and the alarm clock 
which broke its rest was a stick of 
dynamite. The miner was ‘sinking a 
shaft in a stratum of hard cement 
when his pick uncovered the animal. 

He had ‘no idea the toad was alive, 
for it was still inanimate and its eyes 
were transparent and without pupils. 
But before it had been in the air a 
long time it began to show signs of 
life, the optics assumed the same 
shape ar those of any other toad and 
in a little while it was just as lively 
as though it had gone to sleep only 
on the previous night. 

How the toad got into the stratum 
of cement and how its life was sustain- 
ej in its long period of inanimation, 
without food, light or air, naturally 
form subjects for investigation. But, 
8) far, nothing has been determined 
on either point. F

story of the toad’s sleep. But the 
average citizen would be better satis- 
fied *f the animal could talk. Then 
he might tell something quite as in- 
teresting as did the fictitious hero of 
Edward Bellamy’s ‘Looking Back- 
ward,” after his long nap. 


. 7° Herrings 33 a Penny. 

. There were remarkable scenes at 
Yarmouth, England, the other day. 
The town was full of herrings. It is 
estimated “that 60,000,000 fish were 
landed from the boats, and prices 
dropped to as low as 2s. 6d. per cran 
o! 1,000 herrings—thirty-three for a 
nenny. 

The work of unloading proceeded 
that night along a stretch of nearly 
three miles with the aid of flare 
lamps. Hundreds of horses and carts 
were occupied till past miduaight cart- 
ing away fish to the curing houses, 
and the Highland herring girls, pur- 
suing their work with the aid of naph- 
tha torches, lightened their labors by 
singing chorused. 

Some boats were diverted to Grims- 
by to ease off the pressure. Hundreds 
2 baskets and barrels filled with her- 
rings had to remain all night on the 
quays. Every man in want of a job 
was able to find one during the day. 

One firm reported that the average 
catch of their fleet of a hundred boats 
was 130.000 fish. The sea under the 
influenee of a good tide and a full

HIS OWN JAILER. 


History of a Prisoner In Monte Carlo 
Reads Like an Opera Bouffe. 


Should the Goolds be extradited te 
Monaco ‘and tried, one wonders what 
would happen to them in the event of 
‘heir being found. guilty of wilful! 
murder by ‘the - Monegasque court, 
and, in uniformity with the law, sen- 
tenced to death, writes Irene Osgood, 
in The London Daily Mail. Monaco 
has no guillotine and no executioner, 
and indeed no arrangements for deal- 
ing with criminals. ; 

It is the place to recall the amusing 
3tory told by Maupassant about a 
murderer who was tricd,. convicted 
and sentenced to death in -Monte 
Carlo. The authorities asked France 
to loan them M. Deibler and his little 
instrument, the “red widow.” The 
French Government consented to 
oblige for the consideration of $5,000. 
The prince thought this too dear, and 
so applied to his brother in Italy. 
Italy offered to do the thing, all in- 
cluded, for $3,400. This again was 
found too dear. “The man is not 


worth it,’’ said the Monegasque Bue 


thorities. 

80 the sentence of death was com- 
muted to one of life imprisonment. 
But there was no prison in Monaco, 
and a jail had to be created for the 
express purpose of confiding this. mur- 
derer, and a jailer had to be appoint- 
ed. This state of things lasted for 
some months, and then the jailer 
died, 

The authorities at Monte Carlo, 
when considering the appointment of 
his successor, came to the conclusion 
that the man, the one-prisoner, was 
costing the state a great deal of mon- 
ey. So a commission visited him, and 
told him that in future he would be 
required to act as his own jailer. He 


rumbled abit at this increase of sen- 


tence, but complied. His meals used 
to be sent-down to him from one of 
the hotels of the town, but one day 
the scullion who brought him his din- 
ner did not turn up in time, and so 
the prisoner walked up to the hotel 
and took his meal there. After that 
he got into the habit of going up to 
the hotel for his meals; then, after a 
stroll on the front, he used to return 
to his prison and shut himself in. 

But again the authorities found that 
he was costing them too much, and 
sv one day ‘they called him up and 
told him that they were sick of sceing 
him about the place and that he must 
lear out. He’ emphatically refused 
to do anything of the kind. You 
sentenced me to penal’ servitude for 
life.’ he argued, “and I expect to 
work out my sentence. [I~ have no 
means of earning a livelihood since 
you created all the bother, and it is 
t» you that I look for my sustenance. 

To cut, a long story short, the Prin- 
cipality of Monaco was obliged to 
settle an annuity of 600 francs ($120) 
a year upon the convict before he 
would consent to accept his freedom 
and leave the country. As-soon as. 
this was arranged he took up his 
abode in a little cottage just over. 
the Monaco border. 

This is a true story, and the docu- 
ment fixing the man’s pension, to- 
gether with details about the pay- 
ments, may be seen in the Monaco 
Archives. 

The late Prince de Monaco was fond 
of telling this story in Parisian draw- 
ing-rooms, and, if I-remember aright, 
1 heard it on the same occasion &8 
did the late Guy de Maupassant. 


BEAU AND BURGLAR. 


in Real Life Who Made 
$75,000 a Year. 


The most amazing cracksman in 
Furope, the exact prototype in real 
life of “Raffles,” has been arrested at 
Munich after a series of burglaries 
probably unequalled in modern crim- 
inal history by one man. He is a 
Swede, Carllson by name, who pre- 
pared himself for his careeras a bur- 
glar by serving an apprenticeship 
as a locksmith. Since then he has 
posed as a nobleman, an author, 4 
millionaire, and a diplomatist, with 
consummate skill, living in-.princely 
style in Berlin, Munich, Paris, Vienna 
and other cities under different names 
and in different disguises... All the 
time he has lived by the most daring 
burglaries, usually at hotels, although 
at times he was not averse from loot- 
ing the private residence of a mil- 
lionaire or an art connoisseur. He 
has changed his role and his address 
according to necessity, and avoided 
arrest with great skill, although the’ 
best detectives in Europe have been 
searching for him for months. Car- 
llson is described as a man of “‘very 
gentlemanly” anpearance, with re- 
fined tastes, and pronounced artistic 
and literary inclinat*ons. He was 
a great favorite among women, who 
were charmed bv his. ex~nisite man- 
ners. Carllson was noted [or nis taste 
in dress, and while living in Vienna 
in the guise of a diplomat on leave 
he is said to have inaugurated a new 
fashion in neckties. When arrested. 
Carllson was staying at the most 
fashionable hotel in Munich, where 
he occupied an expensive suite, and 
posed as a Danish nobleman of great 
wealth. The police found $7.500 in 
his possession, in addition to jewelry 
valued at $15.000. It is estimated 
says the Berlin correspondent of the 
“Express,” that his annual income 
trom burglaries averaged $75,000 dur- 
ing the .past ten years. Carllson 
took his arrest philosophically, and 
threatens to write his memoirs while 
in prison.

The Pope has decided a dispute be- 
tween Right Rev. Dr. Brindle, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Nottingham, Eng- 
land, and Rev. Father Meenagh, a 
priest in his diocese, in favor of the 
priest. 

Some time ago Alfred Wright, of 
Swanswick Grange, near Alfreton, 
opened a private oratory in a disused 
hayloft, and allowed it to be used 
tor public celebration of mass. Father 
Meenagh protested, as it was injur- 
ing the atteridance at his chureh, but 
the bishop took no notice of his pro- 
test, and a few days after held a con- 
firmation service in the hayloft ora- 


tory.

Forest Prutection 

Protection of forests, already exist- 
ing is the first step in forestry. Fire 
is by far the most serious enemy of 
the forest; damages from insects and 
fungi usually occupy an entirely se- 
condary place. In the valley of the 
Ottawa River, it has often been said, 
ten times: as much timber has been 
destroyed by fire as has been taken 
out by the lumbermen. 

In respect to the protection of her 
forests from fire, Canada has taken 
the lead on the American continents. 

For 22 years past—i. e., since 
1885—Ontario has had a system of 
protection of her forests; and the 
Dominion administration and almost 
all the provincial governments have 
followed her lead. : 

All the Canadian systems of fire 
protection effect this object by means 
of fire rangers who patrol an. assign- 
ed district. When a fire is discover- 
od in its first stages, they put it out; 
if the fire is beyond their, power to 
control, they are given power to call 
in—even to compel—help. 

The fire protection system on Dom- 


inion-forest lands was inaugurated by | 


Mr. E. Stewart, then Superintendent 
vf Forestry, in 1991. At the begin- 
ning the number of men employed was 
gmall, but by 1904 had risen to forty, 
and now about fifty men are employ- 
ed. This year, for the first time, ran- 
vers are being employed along the 
Athabasca and Lesser Slave Lake ; 
there are three in this region. The 
greater number of. the rangers are 
amployed in the railway belt in Bri- 
tish Columbia and along the eastern 
alope of the Rocky Mountains; in 
these districts about half the total 
anmber of rangers are employed. 
There are also rangers in the Edmon- 
ton district, the Prince Albert dis- 
trict, and on the following reserves: 
Moose Mountains, Riding Mountains. 
Duck Mountains, Turtle Mountains 
ind Sprucewoods. 

The rangers are under the super- 
vision of the Crown Timber Agent 
Forest Ranger, or some other official 
designated for the purpose. Not only 
lo they keep watch for fires, but 
thev also post fire notices and gen- 
rally try to impress on the people 
the danger to the forests from fires 
and the need of care in setting fires: 
this educational ' feature is not the 
least valuable part of their work. On 
private timber limits half the expense 
of fire ranging is borne by the limit 
owners and half bv the Dominion 
7overnment; on lands not under li- 
cense the Dominion government pays 
the whole expense. 

The value of such a system of fire 
vrotection is impossible to estimate 
Tt is the “ounce of prevention” and 
he putting out of..a small fire mar 
mean the saving of many thousands 
of dollars. / - . 

Testimony as to the efficiency of 
this system has, however, been given 
by manv lumbermen, both on provin- 
cial and Dominion lands.

WOMAN’S WORK IN MINES, 


Female Labor Successful In South 
Africa—Prohibited In Britain. 


Until recently women were employ- 
sd in England in connection with sur- 
face work in coal mining and _ brick 
works. The women were found to be 
very strong, but they were otherwise 
unsatisfactory and were ultimately 
dispensed with at tha collieries. The 
coal mines regulation act of Great Bri- 
tain prohibits: woman labor being em- 
ployed underground. : 

In German South West Africa an 
Investigator found many native wo 
men at work about the mines. They 
were useful in carrying in loads, es. 
pecially of Srewood. The women la 

ef was cheap and as long as they 
were left alone to take aa much time 
as they liked over the work and do 
it as they wished they were all right. 

His next experience was higher ur 
the coast, in West Africa. Labor was 
short and they decid:d to try women 
to carry stones. ‘They carried .the 
first two loads and th2y then struck. 

Those women quite altered the con- 
ditions of carrying stones. They car- 
ried them for a certain distance, but 
three or four relnys had to be pro- 
vided. After that they were tried at 
carrying sand and things like that. 
They went on for a short while, but 
did the work in fits and starts. 

Jn another place, also on the West 
Coast, where women had been tried 
against the black’men, it was found 
that for carrying in firewood they were 
by far the best and cheapest. There. 
of course, they were on piece work 
although ‘their tickets were marked 
just the same as if they were on day 
work. = 

Their task was to carry in a cord of 
wood a‘day. They used to start about 
4.30 a. m. and went on carrying until 
7, and from 7.30 till 9 or 10. Then if 
‘they wanted to get off early the next 
day they used to carry another cord of 
wood in the afternoon or a part of it. 

They were a decided success, but 
they were very particular as to whe- 
ther the cord of wood was exactly in 
what they called their circle. They 
did not mind how close 1t was to the 
boilers, but if it were a little over 
their distance they would go to the 
manager and want an increase di- 
rectly. - SS es 

Some women used to carry about 
100 pounds on their heads; on an aver- 
age about 85 to 95 pounds of wood.

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DIET AND SLEEP.- 


Eating Before Retiring and Digestion 
During Slumber. 

Diet has little Influence on sleep ex 
cept In so far as it muy produce dis- 
turbances of digestion and through 
these of the general balance of health. 
The hypnotic effects of certain ‘foods, 
such as onions, lettuce, milk,-etc., are 
chiefly imaginary. Even the time of 
the last meal of the day Is of relative- 
ly little importance except that !t is: 
well to let this be at least two or three 
hours before retiring. But even this 
rule bas many exceptions, 08 many 
bealthy laboring men habitually fall 
asleep over thelr pipes directly after 
supper, and children after poking the 
spoon into their little eyes nod off over 
the tea table, with the bread and bnt- 
ter still clutched io their chubby fists. 

The processes of digestion probably 
go on more slowly during sleep, but 
they are perfectly carried out, as is il 
lustrated by the almost invariable hab- 
it among animals of going to sleep 
directly after a meal. 

Indeed, a moderate amount of food 
in the stomach or intestines seems to 
promote slumber. Many night workers, 
for Instance, sleep much better.for tak- 
Ing a light or even ful! supper just be- 
fore retiring.—Dr. Woods Hutchinson 
lu American Magazine.

Emma Goldman Sets.Forth Her Views 
of England. 


The well-known American anarchist, 
Miss Emma Goldman, is in London. 

After the international anarchist 
conference at Amsterdam, which has. 
just concluded, she visited Paris, and 
is now on a three months’ lecture tou 
in England. 

She spoke on the labor struggle in 
America at the Holborn Town Hall. 
~ In an interview, Miss Goldman said 
that the Amsterdam conference had 
becn a, great success. ; 

“There were ninety delegates pres- 
ent from anarchists of all nations, 
and some very important points have 
been cleared up,” she said. 

“Qne, of the most interesting is the 
decision to form in London an an- 
archist bureau, to which all anarchist 
groups and organizations throughout 
the world will be affiliated. 

“This bureau will exist to aid, not 
to govern. Each affiliated group will 
retain perfect freedom of action and 
policy. One important duty of the 
bureau will be the collection of an- 
archist literature, so as to form the 
archives of the movement.” 

Miss Goldman, who hails from New 
York; has been for twenty years an 
enthusiastic upholder of anarchistic 
principles, and she will deliver lec- 
tures on social and economic subjects 
and on literature during her stay in 
England. 

Asked as to the future of anarchy, 
she expressed herself as very hopeful. 

“TI am not going to say that a state 
ot anarchy will come to-day or to- 
morrow,” she remarked, ‘“‘but it is 
coming very soon.” 

England, Miss Goldman thinks, has 
produced the finest anarchists of the 
world. Such men as Herbert Spencer 
and Darwin, she said, have done 
great things for the cause. 

“England is undoubtedly the freest 
country in the world; I mean politi- 
cally the freest, but in no country 
have I geen such depths of poverty, 
not even in America.” 

Although to a great extent in sym- 
pathy with them. Miss Goldman is 
by no means an pdvocate of what she 
describes as the “daggers and bombs” 
tyne of revolutionary. . 
‘Speaking of the acts of violence 
sommitted by anarchists of recent 
vears, Miss Goldman said: “I never 
advocate such a course of action. I 
do not know thet I should be pre- 
pared to go to such lengths myself,

“Thin Red Line’ Scandal. 


MANITOBA ELECTORAL — LISTS 
MUTILATED. 9,399 NAMIES IER- 
ASED“IN SEVEN) RIDINGS— 
HOW THE GOVERNMENT CAR- 
RIED ONE PROVINCE. 

Readers of the News will recall that 
during the last Dominion election 
which took place in 10 false ballot 
boxes were found to be in use in Kas‘ 
Hastings, Frontenac and other places 


These ballot boxes had two compari 
ments‘ and when an honest Tory cam 
in to vote, and watched to see that hi 
ballot was placed in the box (and wen 
away satisfied) the Grit deputy return- 
ing officer would touch aspring which 
would exchange the Tory ballot for one 
marked for the Liberal candidate. 
When the time came for closing the 
poll and counting the ballots, it, would 
be found that about half the Tories had 
voted Grit. 

When the sensational news got 
abroad about this box fraud, the most 
of the bogus boxes were. drownded in 
the lake, and the icesoon covered them 
over, However the constables man- 
aged to fish them up throngh the ice, 
and Byron Lott and Col. Shibley, two 
liberal candidates, had to leave the 
country to save going to penitentiary. 

IT WAS WORSE IN MANITOBA, 

There the special Liberal organizer 
for Province had the vaters lists brought 
to his offlce,and scratched out names of 
nearly 10,000 Conservatives with red 
ink. The pretence was set up that he 
was correcting the lists, but it could not 
be found that a single Liberal had been 
struck off When the Conservatives 
went to vote they would find in) some 
polling divisions that about half of 
them had been crossed off by this red 
line process, 

The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of parliament during the ses- 
sion of 1005, and the public records 
show what tovk place there. 

Mr. Boyce asked: “Is RUE. A. Leach 
at present in the employ of the Can- 
adiangovernment? Ifsu, what position 
does he hold, when was he appointed, 
and at what salary? 

Rt. Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, “Yes 
he is inspector of Dominion lands 
agencies, was appointed Jan Ist, L005, 
at $2,000 a year, 

Before this appointment was made 
Mr. Leach had been active as a cam- 
paign manager, He was the party or- 
ganizer in Manitoba ducting the federal 
election campaign which ended in 
November, 1004, andin this capacity 
became associated with the Thin Red 
Line” affair, 

THE CONSPIRACY, 

In Manitoba, as elsewhere, the origi- 
nal election lists are prepared under 
provincial law. Those for 1004 were 
reprinted at the bureau at Ottawa for 
the Dominion‘elections and sent to the 
returning officers. A number of these 
officers turned over the lists to Mr. 
Leach in Winnipeg. It was the duty 
of the returning officer to arrange for 
polling places and todecide where each 
elector should vote. Instead of doing 
this themselves, those officers, who 
obeyed the party instructions, handed 
over the task to Mr. Leach’s office. 
From the organizer thelists went back 
to the returning officers beautifully 
carved up. Hundreds of names were 
erased with red lines, ; 

Conservative voters, whose names 
were struck out, had no knowledge of 
the change until they appeared at the 
polls originally designated for them 
and asked for ballots. Some of them 
‘were probably on a list in some other 
polling place, though if they were not 
Government supporters they could not 
learn what place it was. 

Hundreds went from village to village 
all election day looking for their pol? 
and never finding: it. Hundreds who 
were struck off in one place were never 
registered in another. Hundreds were 
transferred to polls farther from their 
hommes than the one where they expec- 
ted to vote,and too far to be reached 
after they had Jearned the facts. No 
Gonservative had any way of knowing 
before he went to the poll as to what 
had happened. The re-arranged lists 
were not posted as the law required, 
but private notice was given to Lib- 
erals who might have been transferred. 

Mr. Leach was notanelection official. 
He was not known in the case until 
afterwards. But he had his agents all 
over the province beforehand ascer- 
taining the political sympathies of the 
electors and preparing for Chis splendid 
operation, 

BETWEEN NINE AND TEN THOUSAND 

Additional light isnowthrown upon 
this steal by the statement. of Hon. 
Robert Rogers, Minister of Public 
Works of Manitoba, who has made 
examination of the ‘Red Line” list, 
and declares that 9,899 electors were 
disfranchised by this process. The 
following is the recerd for consti- 
tuencies: Marquette, 1,919; Proven- 
cher, 568; Portage la Prairie, 1,305;

ONE RESULT. 

A special committee of the house of 
Commons, charged with amendments 
to the Election Law, was appointed 
and held a number of meetings during 
the session of 1904, The evidence fut- 
nished to that committee set forth the 
above facts in detail. One | witness 
‘showed that at the Beausejour poll 
j{l names were found to have been 
crossed with the red line, Govern- 
ment supporters, Whose names were 
thus erased, were placed in other lists 
notified before hand, and knew where 
to vote. Kighteen electors who had 
‘expected to vote at that poll were not 
so notified, and could get no infor- 
mation to show them where they 
ought to go. In this instance the 
strong outraged men ina body forced 
the returning officer to take their 
ballots and recorded them as having 
voted. Tha officer put the ballots in 
a separate envelope from which they 
were afterwards counted. It was ex- 
plained that one of 18 had made a 
mistake in marking his ballot and 
thus unintentionally voted for the 
government candidate, Another had 
arrived unexpectedly during election 
day from Toronto, and though he was 
a Liberal he had not been able to get 
to the poll to which he had been as 
signed.
